Claims 9-11, 13, 15-18, and 22 have been canceled. Claims 
1-8, 12, 14, 19-21, and 23-27 are at issue and are present for 
examination . 

Claims 1-6, 8, 19-21 and 23-27 were previously withdrawn 
from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being 
drawn to a nonelected invention or species, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without 
traverse in the replies filed on 2/8/08 and 6/11/08. 

Claim 7 is allowable. The restriction requirement between 
groups I, III, IV and VIII, as set forth in the Office action 
mailed on 1/15/08, has been reconsidered in view of the 
allowability of claims to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP 
§ 821.04(a). The restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn as 
to any claim that requires all the limitations of an allowable 
claim. Claims 8, 19, and 23 are no longer withdrawn from 
consideration because the claim(s) requires all the limitations 
of an allowable claim. However, claims 1-6, 20, 21, and 24-27, 
remain withdrawn from consideration because they do not require 
all the limitations of an allowable claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction 
requirement, applicant is advised that if any claim presented in 
a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in
